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New Palestine 


Commission 
Being Readied

LONDON — Colonial Secretary 
William Ormsby-Gore last week 
dispelled rumors that Great Britain 
might postpone indefinitely the 
sending of a New Royal Commis- 
sion to Palestine to frame a con- 
erete partition plan when he told 
the House of Commons there would 
not be any avoidable delay in send- 
ing the commission, 

The detailed character and ‘the 
terms of reference of the commis- 
sion will be announced shortly, 
Ormsby-Gore said in reply to a 
question by Goeffrey Mander, Lib- 
Meanwhile, the Palestine 
Government is preparing details for 
the commission’s use, he added. 

In general, conditions in Pales- 
tine are somewhat improved, Orms- 
by-Gore said in reply to a query 
by another member of the 
House, although ‘Sporadic attacks 
continue and several gangs are still 
operating, including a number of 
persons from outside Palestine act- 
ing as leaders and organizers. Gov- 
ernment forces are operating 
actively in the north and elsewhere 
to combat the murder campaign. 

Casualties since November 23, 
the Colonia] Secretary reported, in- 
Gude 10 Arabs killed and four 
wounded, five Jews killed and 27 
wounded, one British constable kill- 
ed and one wounded. 

Twenty-six Arabs have been tried 
by military courts, one sentenced to 
death and executed, three acquitted 
and others sentenced to imprison- 
ment for various periods. Two 
Arabs were recently sentenced to 
death by a civil court.

It urges Po- 
land to utilize the “opportunity to 
cafture the immigration of the 
democratic world” by resisting ‘seg- 
regation of Jewish students. 

Commenting on the appeal of 
nearly 200 American non-Jewish 
educators against “ghetto” benches, 
the editorial states: 

“It is not American scholarship. 
alone that speaks. The same feel- 
ing dominates in the learned world 
of Great Britain and France. In 
other words, Poland’s tentative step 
toward a Hitlerism of her own is 
regarded with sorrow and repug- 
nance in the great sister demo- 
cracies to whom modern Poland 
owes her existence.”

The Editor’s Chair: 

New Year’s is here and I sup- 
pose I had better try to find some- 
thing wrong (a difficult task) with 
the paper so I can make ‘some res- 
olutions. 

Seriously there is one resolution 
I do make regularly every year. 
The fact that I make this particu- 
lar resolution every year is testi- 
mony to my faithfulness in carry- 
ing it out. If you noticed last 
week's paper, the headlines read 
something about a woman and a 
boy murdered in Poland. A scare- 
head. Blood. Murder. Pogrom. 
Jews Attacked. 

Last year I promised that news 
of this type would be held down 
to a bare minimum and that more 
pleasant news would be given 
prominence, with the pogrom news 
confined to the back pages. 

Well I make the resolution once 
again. I \shall try to make this 
paper as cheery as the Jews of 
the world the day after the Messiah 
arrives. Murder will be verboten. 
All the Jews in Slobodka can be 
killed and I'll have this paper say, 
in very small type that some Gen- 
tiles made faces at the Jews of 
Slobodka, and an _ unannounced 
number, several hundred possibly, 
were killed. No mention of rape 
of young Jewish girls, no mention 
of children torn to pieces. No. 
The feeling of our readers are too 
important to have them offended 
by some unimportant pogrom over 
in Poland or Rumania. 

‘ However before this “pollyanna” 
cloture is put into effect, I must 
get across the banner you see in 
this week’s paper. After all this 
paper has been fighting ‘the “par- 
tition” from the very start, and 
Rabbi Wise’s declaration that Eng- 
land was preparing to drop the 
plan means that this paper was on 
the right side of the argument. 

But all you “shah-shah” Jews 
will have about two month’s sur- 
cease. Two months I say, because 
that’s usually about as long as the 
resolution has any effect.. After 
that the restrained and piled-up 

_“pogrom-stories” become so form- 
idable that not even a dishonest 
editor such as I, can keep his read- 
ers So misinformed on world “hor- 
ror” happenings. ~But I make the 
resolution in all seriousness.

DD to the discharge by the Alabama cong- 

regation of their rabbi because of his pro- 
test against the injustice in the Scottsboro case, 
the action of the Jewish Community Center of 
Jersey City in cancelling a ‘scheduled lecture of 
a Civil Liberties Union spokesman in the Mayor 
Frank Hague—labor fight. 

Until now the one great American example 
perfidy to Jewish ideals has been the scurrilous 
discharge of the lone Alabama rabbi who cried 
out against the attempt to railroad the seven 
Negroes to the electric charge. 

But now the ‘sickening cowardice of the Jew- 
ish Community Center in turning away a speaker 
because that speaker sought to make public his 
views on the current agitation in Jersey City 
makes another chapter in the inglorious acts of 
individual Jewish lay groups. 

Outraged by the Center’s decision, the Rab- 
binical Assembly, organization of Conservative 
rabbis of the United States, scored the Jewish 
Community Center for its deprivation to a group 
of one of the cardinal principles—freedom of 
speech—upon which rest 'the possibility of Jew- 
That a Jew- 


ish organization should be involved in so rep- 


ish security in the United States. 


rehensible a cloture upon free speech is the height 


of ignorance, much lesg apostasy to Jewish ideals. 

For years now the battle cry of American 
Jewry has been the safeguarding of free speech 
and the preservation of democracy. Yet ‘in the 
one public example of action in a situation de- 
manding the exercise of this sought-for ideal, it 
remained for a Jewish institution to perform the 


treason and the violation. 


Shall American Jewry face the facts that its 
apostasy to Jewish learning has weakened it so 
that it no longer has the courage to fight for its 
ideals. Is this another case of the inglorious dis- 
loyalty of the “lost generation” of American 
Jews. Do those that claim leadership in Ameri- 
can Jewry believe that the present young gener- 
ation of American Jews would have permitted 
such a step were they in the position they will 
occupy in the next ten years. 

Thanks to whomever deserves thanks that the 
tenure in office of the present leadership is def- 
nitely limited by their age, if not by their cow- 
ardice. The new leadership, aready in the offing, 
will make the world forget an authority which 
could have perpetrated two such notorious defec- 
tions as that in the Scottsboro case and the more 
recent one whose in memoriam is being solemn- 


ized above.

An Editorial On Self-Imposed Censorship in 
The Southern Israelite of Atlanta, G2.—There is 
a growing tendency in American Jewish life to- 
ward standardization of opinion. Although it can 
hardly be called alarming in its present form and 
is far from being an organized movement, this 
tendency is being felt more and more in the 
modern political confusion of the world. ‘As 
such, it is serious enough to be looked upon ob- 
jectively and examined critically as an important 
issue of Jewish life. 


To understand the desire for conformity of 
Jewish opinion it is first necessary to under- 
stand its origin. It clearly springs from the ac- 
cusations which have been hurled at Jewry by 
propagandists—accusations, which run the whole 
political gamut. Jews, it has been charged, sub- 
scribe to this ism, to that ism, to any political 
dogma which at the moment happens to be un- 
popular with the masses. It has made little dif- 
ference to our accusers that most of these isms 
spell the death of Jewish aspirations, 


Ther eaction among American Jews ha’s nat- 
urally been one of great restraint in all move- 
ments that might be linked to current isms. From 
merely a reaction it has developed into a com- 
plex. X believes in the cause of the Spanish loy- 
alists but is afraid to utter his views for fear 
that someone may call him a communist. To 
be called a communist X feels, is to endanger 
the Jewish name. Y, on the other hand, would 
like to carry his sympathy for China beyond a 
mere boycott of Japanese goods, but the rabbi 
warned him, as he sat among fellow worshippers, 
against any act that might cause suspicion. A 
labor enthusiast is Z, but so good ts the outcry 
against C. I. O. and so loud the charges that 
Jewry is responsible for labor agitation, that Z 
shuns any action or discussion of it. 


Thus we find coming into existence a Jewish 
populace that shuns all opinion but that which is 
safest for the whole of Jewry. 


But is this tendency as admirable as it ap- 


pears at surface glance? Is it not a self-im- 


posed censorship upon freedom of thought? 
At stake today are civilization’s great bul- 
warks and the protection of them against total 


annihilation #s the problem not of Jewry alone 


“or of Christianity alone, but of all humanity. It 


is imperative that X, Y, and Z cling fervently 
to their innermost’ beliefs—if those beliefs are 


based upon social justice. If modern Germany 


is no longer a Jewish problem but a Christian 
problem, it is ‘still urgent that Jewry fight by the 
side of Christianity for the God-given human 
rights of man, 


No, it is instantly apparent that Jewry’s de- 
sire for conformity of opinion is greviously 
wrong when the world problems is considered. It 
makes for muddled thinking, for a loss of the 
ethical absolutes that are so sorely needed to- 
day, for the death of the fine spirit of protest 
in mankind, 


Let us rather be guided by ‘the social vision 
that is the Jewish heritage in our political opin- 
ions. That vision, our most precious gift, can 
not be wrong. And at the same time, let us 
overcome the tendency to be silent puppets in 


a world that needs our sense of social justice. 


Propagandists will cry “it is the Jew” even 
should all Jewry vanish from the face of the 
earth. In the meantime, let us live courageously, 
our freedom of thought as a banner in the wind.

CINCINNATI—A me: of the 
congregation who fails to close his 
place of business and attend ser- 
vices on New Year’s Day or the 
Day of Atonement shall be fined: 
or expelled from the congregation.” 

A member who fails to pay his 
dues shall either be sued in a 
Court of Justice or expelled. 

These regulations are actua] rul- 
ings found in the original con'sti- 
tution of Congregation Beth-Or, 
Montgomery, Ala., which has just 
been reprinted in honor of that 
congregation’s eighty-fifth anni- 
versary. 

The constitution, which was 
adopted in 1852 and was originally 
drawn up in German, contains the 
following provisions which are in- 
teresting and at times even ‘start- 
ling to the modern synagogue 
member: 

“Any member not attending a 
meeting of the Society shall be lia- 
ble to a fine of 50 cents; if a spe- 
cia] meeting, any member not at- 
tending shall pay a fine of from 
50 cents to $1.00. Any member 
disturbing the meeting will be lia- 
ble to a fine of from 50 cents to 
$5.00. Any member leaving the 
meeting before it is adjourned shall 
be fined 50 cents,” 

“Initiation fee for a new mem- 
ber #s $3.00. The membership dues 
are 75-cents per month.” 

“Any member being three 
months in arrears will be sued for 


the same in a Court of Justice, or 7 


be expelled from the Society, as 
the Society may determine.” 


“Should the Society need a ‘sum | 


of money which is not in the treas- 
ury, a committee of five shall be 
appointed to tax any member ac- 
cording to his circumstances.” 


“Members shall close their place 


of business on New Year’s Day 
and the Day of Atonement and 
shall attend divine services at the 
hour appointed. Any member vio- 
lating this Article shall be fined 
from $2.00 to $20.00 or be expelled 
from the Society. Any member 
having a Christian partner is not 
compelled to close his place of bus- 
iness but cannot enter it. The same 
applies to a member being employ- 
ed as clerk in the store of a Chris- 
tian.” 





JEWS KIND TO ANIMALS 


Jews neither worshipped nor 
maltreated their animals. The 
basic principle of Jewish theology 
may be summed up in the words 
of the Psalmist: “The Lord is good 
to us all, and His tender mercies 
are over all His works.” “Tender- 
ness to animals,” says Lecky, “is 
one of the most beautiful features 
of the Old Testament writers.”

One of the poe factors which 
cause wear and tear on automobiles is 
driving in traffic.

If the 
average motorist drives six miles to and 
from work each day he has spent 42c for 
transportation. In addition he has prob- 
ably paid at least 25c to park his car in 
an open lot all day. These two items 
total 67c. By riding the trolleys he can
